Sanitary report from Rio de Janeiro. 

Bio de Janeiro, November £4, 1896. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
November 21, 1896 : 

There were 6 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 2 ; 2 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 1 ; 2 from smallpox, the same as in the 
foregoing week ; 6 from beriberi, an increase of 5 ; 1 from enteric fever, 
the same as in the foregoing week ; 1 from whooping cough, none in 
the previous week ; 49 from tuberculosis, an increase of 3 ; and 237 
from all causes, a decrease of 14. On the whole the showing is good, 
as there is an improvement in the epidemic diseases, and a decrease in 
the whole number of deaths. 

Since last report, the following-named ships have been inspected or 
received bills of health from this office : November 18, steam bark Severn, 
British, for Baltimore, Md. November 19, ship Canada, British, for Nor- 
folk, Va. November 20, bark Para, Portuguese, for Philadelphia, Pa. 
November 21, barkentine Payson Tucker, American, for Barbados, West
